new payroll deduction this week- 
end—for disability benefits. Their 
employers also were nipped. , 


The bite Is a maximum of six 


cents a week for each person 
working for an employer covered 
by the state's new disability 
benefits law. With certain excep- 
tions, this applies to employers 
of tour Or more persona. 
Each employer is required to 
match the contributions of «ach 
of his workers. 
This system will be continued 
until June 30 to build a reserve 
from which benefit payments will 
bo made. Then a permanent plan 
oE contributions will go into ef- 
fect.The law, sponsored by Gover- 
nor Dewey and approved By the 
1949 
Legislature, provides for 
benefit payments ranging from 
$10 to $26 weekly for workers 
during periods of illness or dis- 
ability not connected with their 
jobs. Payments may continue for 
a maximum of 13 weeks annual- 
ly.However, a seven-day waiting 
period is required before benefit 
payments begin. 
Governor Dewey' will explain 
the law in a statewide radio 
broadcast CN.B.C.) next Friday 
(7:30-7:45 p. m.. E.S.T.). He said 
yesterday there was "widespread 
lack of information about the 
law." 


It gives employers a choice <Jt 
using the state insurance fund, 
private insurance carriers ot com- 
pany "self-insured" plans. It Has 
been estimated that only about 
half of the total amount paid un-

Robert Matthews 
loaned me an interesting item con- 
cerning that famous place; it's 
dated October 9th, 1899 which 
reads in part: "I, George P. Zeeh, 
do let to Union Hose Company, 
Washington Hall tor a fair begin- 
nine December 23rd,' 2Sth, 28th, 
27th, 28th, 29th and 30th, for the 
sum of five dollars per night use 
oil Hall only. Signed, George P. 
Zeeh, proprietor," 
On this letterhead it states, 
"Washington Hall, George P. Zeeh, 
Pjoprictor. 
Cuisine unsurpassed. 
Telephone Call* 125-5. Terms rea- 
sonable, 
The largest and most 
commodious hall in Ulster county, 
for balls, parties and weddings, 
etc. 
Equipped with all modern 
accommodations, a superb dining 
hall and hotel, with exquisite para- 
phernalia attached, Fool and bil- 
liard room connected. Special at- 
tention .given to excursionists. Nos, 
108-110 Abeel street, Bondout, 
N. Y." 
There is also a paid bill of De- 
cember 30th, 1899 to. Union Hose 
Co. No. 4 saying: "Use of Hall 7 
nights, $35.00, and use of piano 
$3.50." To those who may re- 
member, Washington Hall was de- 
stroyed by fire on January 25, 
1916. According to records, it was 
first opened, as a hotel in 1846, by 
Frederick 
Stephen, 
father 
of 
Judge F. Stephen, Jr., who ran it 
for 10 or 12 years. About 1860, It 
was sold to George Bug, later sold 
to Williams B. Scott and George 
Weber, later sold .to George Zeeh, 
who ran it till his death. At the 
time of flre it was owned by 
Hauck Brewing Co.

It has been found 
that earthly creatures cannot live without 
oxygen, but that is not proof that Martian 
creatures, If such there be, would require 
oxygen. 


Is is possible that the inhabitants of some 


ether planet are trying to reach the Earth 
with strange devices which we know only as 
flying saucers? We can not say that ft is 
Impossible. Stall we believe that It Is-so? 
Ah, there's tho rub, There is enough of 
practical doubt in man's mind so that most 
of us will never believe the fantastic tale 
until we have one of the creatures under 
glass, wher.e we can take a proper look at 
him. 


BASIS FOR ENERGY 


Scientists claim that an individual's energy 


or lack of H can be a simple matter of com- 
bustion. The body is an engine, they say, 
taking in fuel in the form of food, and re- 
leasing it in the form of physical and mental 
power. 


The rate of release of energy or heat' in- 


fluences many bodily functions, such as the 
growth and maturity of various organs, re- 
sistance to disease and mental alertness. 
Weather and climate help or hinder heat re- 
lease also, causing mental and physical 
apathy in tropical climates, as well as high 
blood pressure nnd heart disease in more 
bracing areas.

In this serle* ef articles, I have attempted, 


within the confines of this limited space, to In- } 
djcate s swiftly changing, almost cataclysmic bis-' 
teric century, The nineteenth ceflfcury, after 181S,' 
had settled down to the advantages of the indus-- 
trlnl revolution, to the profits of colonialism, and 
to those stabilized patterns of Ufe often referred to 
as Victorian. While it was possible then to define 
»uch a word as "cad" unmistakably, 'there were, 
nevertheless! revolts even against definitions. These 
revolts poured over into the twentieth century ap» 
pearlng In forms' which startle the «^ders. 


In a period of intense activity, men emerge 


who at the moment loom gigantic but who, in 
perspective, appear «s pygmies or oven gargoyles 
on the sands of time. All the great names of the 
French revolution wither before the fopce of 
Napoleon who sought, what has so often failed, 
tho union o£ Europe under one leadership. Vet, 
Napoleon will not Jive in the hearts of men. or in 
their minds as the equal of hi* contemporaries, 
Becthown, Goethe, Kent. 
It is infinitely more difficult In. 1950 to find the 
leading personality of his period under review. 
"Time," a magazine of swift conclusions, has hit- 
upon Winston Churchill who .played an important 
and dramatic role in the war years and then suc- 
cumbed to political desuetude and elder statesman- 
ship, Sonw >n their hearts believe that history wiU 
name Franklin 0, Roosevelt as an Alexander the 
Great. But actually more of the world llveg by 
Aristotle than knows of Alexander's famous horse 
or that Alexander was called Igkandet in India, 


Roosevelt unquestionably altered tho way of life 


of his own country somewhat, much less than his 
detractors anticipated, much more than his' apolo- 
gists admit. But ho lived in the era of Stalin, Hit- 
ler, Mussolini, Franco and others who were altering 
the habits of men. His association with Stalin was 
of greater importance than his parmancnl impress 
upon the United States; in the history of sucJi coun- 
tries as Poland, China, Ceechosiovakia, his name 
will be synonymous with evil; in Soviet Russia it la 
extolled already ns a model of International friend- 
ship. In the United States, it Is much too early to' 
measure Mm with flnallty, and although his friends • 
would mummify him Into a deity and his enemies 
would paint him as a lesser Caligula, he probably 
will come out as a very human Woodrow Wilson, 
who, by great physical and psychological force, by 
H native charm, attracted. »y mass affection far 
beyond his capacity to think out his country's prob- 
lems on a moral plane, 


The personality that dominated the first half 


of the twentieth century was the ghost of a nine- 
teenth century philosopher who (ought to fit all 
human activity into a philosophic system. That 
man was Karl Marx. Most philosophers arc read 
«nd argued over, studied in universities and writ- 
ten about by scholars. Marx was applied to life 
by hfa disciple, Nlcolal tenln. The application was 
startling and volcanic; Its impact changed the 
world. 


Beginning with the establishment of the Bol- 
shevik state in Russia, Marxism has In three de- 
cades spread until, In one form or another, to a 
greater or lesser degree, it affects all the world, 
Perhaps as many as 800,000,006 human beings live 
under avow^dty Marxists government*. The Fabian 
Socialism of Great Britain is basically Marxist. 
The Fair Deal in the United State* Is sufficiently 
tinged with Marxism to Indicate »n affinity for It. 
The teachings of Karl Mar* were not so im- 
portant in the field of economics as in the fl«td of 
religion, Th« failure to grasp the essence of cUalee- 
'tical materialism hat confused many -persons in 
the western world wh'o assums that the conflict la 
between capitslis/n and socialism. Actually it i» a 
conflict over the answer to the questions, what it 
man? What Is his place In Natuse? 
It is because of 'this that the struggle over 
Marx's influence in this century hat, in every coun- 
try, developed into a battle over basically rollglout 
Ideas, with the Roman Catholic Church in the fore- 
ground as the defender of the 
Judaic-Christian 
civilization, Marxism and Christianity cannot co- 
exist.

WORKING ABILITY OF THE LTVTEH 


The liver is really the "king" of^ the organs; it 


does more important jobs than any one other single 
organ of the body. Of course we know that from' 
the standpoint of life and death the heart is the 
most important organ. Once the heart stops work- 
ing, life Is over, whereas the liver or ga.ll bladder 
can become sluggish, perhaps stop working for 
minute* , at a time, and life (though not good 
health) remains. 


When an individual feels sluggish mentally and 
physically, has dragging or sharp pains" in the- 
upper right abdomen, with perhaps a little jaun- 
dice or yellowness of the skin, we know that some- 
thing Is interfering with the work of the liver, 
This interference may be caused, by obstruction of 
the flow of bile or in1 the manufacture of t>ile % 
the liver cells, and Sometimes by shock or anxiety. 
In order to discover the extent of the interfer- 
ence with the work of the liver, the physician make.* 
tests, liver function tests, in which a dye or other 
substance is injected into a blood Vessel, which 
substance should be removed from the blood by the 
liver wiihln a certain 4ime. The length of time be- 
yond which the liver should remove att the sub- 
stance from the Wood shows the extent of the 
damage or interference present in the liver cells. 
In testmg the gall bladder a dye is taken by the 


moutMr or injected Into a vessel which, within a cer- 
tain time, reveals the shape, size and presence of 
gallstones. 


In recent year* a test of the condition of the- 
liver cells was developed, in which a special type 
of needle is guided Into the liver itself by a special 
cutting instrument— a trocar. 
After trocar nnd 
needle are well within the Hver substance, the tro- 
car is removed and the aaw-llke needle cuts away 
some of the liver cells, which, after removal are 
examined under the microscope. Thus the actual 
?£?tltl?n ,of ^i0 llver cells «"* to determined. 
With this knowledge, proper treatment of the con- 
dition can be given, 


To keep the liver in healthy condition, that Is, 
manufacturing bite and causing it to pour into th* 
small tubes carrying it to the small Intestine for 
digestive, purposes and to the gall blaader to be 
stored for future use, all bending exercises (keep- 
Ing th* knees straight) are effective' The beneficial
